Ten  days  after  a  state  of  war  was  declared  by  Congress  to 
exist  between  the  United  States  and  Germany  the  Arizona  State 
Council  of  Defense  was  a  living,  active,  entity,  functioning  not 
only  for  Arizona,  but  doing  a  great  and  constructive  work  from 
a  co-operative  standpoint  for  the  nation.  Chosen  without  regard 
to  political  affiliation,  no  finer  body  of  men  or  more  representative 
of  the  high  ideals  of  Arizona  citizenship  ever  assembled  for  such  a 
worthy  cause  in  the  history  of  the  commonwealth.  Realizing  the 
serious  import  of  their  work,  they  gave  high-minded  devotion  and 
painstaking  effort  to  their  task,  sacrificing  personal  interests  for 
the  general  good.  The  record  of  their  accomplishment  in  the  line 
of  patriotic  endeavor  will  live  in  the  annals  of  our  war  history  and 
will  be  perpetuated  in  the  hearts  and  minds  of  the  people  of  this 
section  of  the  Great  Southwest.  To  them  we  owe  a  debt  of  grati- 
tude we  can  never  hope  to  repay  and  their  reward  must  come 
solely  from  the  consciousness  of  duty  well  done. 

I  feel  I  would  be  recreant  to  my  trust  did  I  not  express  the 
thought  that  bodies  such  as  the  Arizona  State  Council  of  Defense, 
organizations  having  for  their  object  the  public  weal,  are  more 
effective  and  efficient  when  their  services  are  of  a  volunteer  char- 
acter, in  contrast  to  those  which  are  remunerative. 

It  is,  therefore,  with  pardonable  pride,  I  hope,  I  view  the 
results  attained  by  the  men,  who  in  191 7  responded  without  argu- 
ment or  hesitation  to  the  clarion  call  and  so  well  played  their  part 
during  that  historic  year,  that  the  people  of  this  state  were  safe- 
guarded from  the  danger  and  menace  of  foes  within  and  foes 
without.

GOVERNOR  HUNT  COMMENDS  WORK  OF  COUNCIL  - 

Phoenix,  Arizona,  May  i,  1919. 

It  affords  me  particular  gratification  to  add  a  word  to  the 
valedictory  of  the  Arizona  State  Council  of  Defense. 

In  those  trying  days  of  1918  when  we  were  discovering  that 
our  State  machinery  was  inadequate  to  the  National  needs,  it  is 
difficult  to  see  how  we  could  have  functioned  and  maintained  the 
traditions  of  Arizona  without  the  assistance  of  the  Council.  Cer- 
tainly I  always  found  that  body  individually  and  collectively  on 
the  qui  vive,  and  usually  anticipating  the  requests  made  upon  it 
by  the  Federal  authorities  and  the  chief  executive  of  the  State. 

While  I  shall  not  make  any  attempt  to  go  into  the  accomplish- 
ments of  the  Council  for  that  is  a  function  of  those  who  were  in 
constant  touch  with  the  work,  I  cannot  refrain  from  particulariz- 
ing on  the  magnificent  service  that  was  rendered  when  the  influ- 
enza epidemic  was  raging  in  our  State.  The  instant  response  of  the 
Vice-Chairman,  Mr.  Addams,  without  any  regard  for  personal 
safety  to  the  need  for  personally  directed  action,  and  the  co-oper- 
ation he  received  from  members  of  the  council,  physicians  and 
nurses  curbed  the  epidemic  to  an  extent  that  I  do  not  believe  has 
ever  been  realized  or  credited  by  the  people  of  the  State. 

The  obligations  of  the  State  to  those  who  worked  on  and 
with  the  Council  will  never  be  met,  but  the  individual  sacrifices 
and  unselfish  efforts  that  were  put  forth  will  not  be  forgotten  by 
those  whose  privilege  it  was  to  be  associated  with  the  work.

FIRST  EIGHTEEN  MONTHS 

In  response  to  the  request  for  a  brief  statement  from  me 
on  the  activities  of  the  Arizona  State  Council  of  Defense  in  the 
first  eighteen  months  of  its  existence  during  which  I  had  execu- 
tive charge  of  the  work,  beg  to  report  as  follows : 

During  that  period  a  determined,  organized  and  I  believe, 
successful,  effort  was  made  to  arouse  and  stimulate  the  spirit  of 
patriotic  service  on  the  part  of  all  citizens-  and  the  response  was 
most  gratifying. 

The  work  during  that  time  has  been  fully  covered  in  the 
earlier  service  bulletins  of  the  State  Council  of  Defense.  Among 
the  most  definite  and  practical  accomplishments  of  that  time  I 
think  the  complete  crop  survey  of  the  state — the  first  in  the  history 
of  our  commonwealth — should  be  mentioned  as  it  gave  the  people 
a  definite  basis  on  which  to  carry  on  the  production  campaign  of 
maximum  service  to  the  government. 

In  connection  with  this  campaign  for  increased  production  in 
the  state,  there  was  developed  a  plan  for  bringing  about  the  con- 
struction of  the  Florence-Casa  Grande  Diversion  Dam.  and  on 
the  creation  of  the  new  Council  of  Defense  I  was  asked  to  con- 
tinue charge  of  this  work,  and  am  glad  to  report  that  only  last 
month  at  a  meeting  in  Los  Angeles  which  I  attended  at  the  re- 
quest of  both  the  government  and  the  land  owners,  a  definite 
agreement  was  reached  which  will  mean  the  very  early  construc- 
tion of  this  long  delayed  project. 

The  follow-up  service  system  which  we  inaugurated  in  the 
early  days  of  the  Council  for  the  men  from  Arizona  who  had 
gone  into  various  branches  of  national  service,  I  think  proved 
of  real  help  to  the  men  and  gave  them  the  feeling  that  there  was 
a  genuine,  determined  effort  to  be  of  real  help  to  their  families 
during  their  absence. 

Another  feature  of  the  work  of  the  Council  which  I  think  de- 
served special  mention  is  the  unusually  successful  work  done  by 


the  Boys'  Working  Reserve,  which  feature  of  patriotic  service 
was  under  the  direct  leadership  of  Mr.  Lin  Orme. 

The  vigorous  response  of  the  men  and  women  throughout 
Arizona  to  the  appeal  for  organized  work  in  connection  with  the 
Council  of  Defense  was  an  inspiration  to  all  of  those  who  had 
part  in  the  work  and  helped  make  the  big  task  before  them  com- 
paratively easy. 

Many  important  problems  came  before  the  Council  of  De- 
fense in  those  early  months  of  its  organization  and  I  wish  to  ex- 
press my  keen  appreciation  of  the  co-operation  and  fine  spirit  of 
service  shown  by  my  associates  in  this  work  in  those  days  when 
largely  as  an  informal  board  and  without  the  aid  of  state  funds. 
we  were  endeavoring  to  do  our  utmost  in  backing  up  the  govern- 
ment to  the  limit.

PREFACE 

The  Council  of  National  Defense  was  created  under  an  act 
of  Congress,  approved  August  29,  1916;  and  in  the  same  act  au- 
thority was  granted  for  the  creation  of  an  Advisory  Commission 
of  seven  persons  to  act  with,  under,  and  by  the  authority  of  the 
Council. 

In  the  terms  of  the  act  the  Council  was,  among  other  things, 
charged  with  the  "co-ordination  of  industries  and  resources  for 
the  national  security  and  welfare,"  and  with  the  "creation  of  rela- 
tions which  will  render  possible  in  the  time  of  need  the  immediate 
concentration  and  utilization  of  the  resources  of  the  Nation." 

If  performing  its  functions  the  Council  was  further  charged 
with  the  following  duties: 

I.  To  supervise  and  direct  investigation,  and  make  recom- 
mendations to  the  President  and  the  heads  of  executive  depart- 
ments as  to — 

(a)  The  location  of  railroads  with  reference  to  the  frontier 
of  the  United  States,  so  as  to  render  possible  expeditious  con- 
centration of  troops  and  supplies  to  points  of  defense. 

(b)  The  co-ordination  of  military,  industrial,  and  commer- 
cial purposes  in  the  location  of  extensive  highways  and  branch 
lines  of  railroads. 

(c)  The  utilization  of  waterways. 

(d)  The  mobilization  of  military  and  naval  resources  for 
defense. 

(e)  The  increase  of  domestic  production  of  articles  and 
materials  essential  to  the  support  of  armies  and  of  the  people 
during  the  interruption  of  foreign  commerce. 

(f)  The  development  of  seagoing  transportation. 


(g)  Data  as  to  amounts,  location,  method,  and  means  of 
produciioii  and  availability  of  military  supplies. 

(h)  The  giving  of  information  to  producers  and  manufac- 
turers as  to  the  class  of  supplies  needed  by  the  military  and  other 
services  of  the  Government,  the  requirements  relating  thereto, 
and  the  creation  of  relations  which  will  render  possible  in  time 
of  need  the  immediate  concentration  and  utilization  of  the  re- 
sources of  the  Nation. 

2.  To  report  to  the  President  or  to  the  heads  of  executive 
departments  upon  special  inquiries  or  subjects  appropriate  thereto. 

3.  To  submit  an  annual  report  to  Congress,  through  the 
President,  giving  as  full  a  statement  of  the  activities  of  the  Coun- 
cil and  the  agencies  subordinate  to  it  as  is  consistent  with  the 
public  interest,  including  an  itemized  account  of  the  expenditures 
made  by  the  council,  or  authorized  by  it,  in  as  full  detail  as  the 
public  interest  will  permit,  providing,  however,  that  when  deemed 
proper  the  President  may  authorize,  in  amounts  stipulated  by  him, 
unvouchered'  expenditures  and  report  the  gross  so  authorized  not 
itemized.

An  Advisory  Commission  (Seven  members). 
(The  work  of  the  Commission  covers  the   following  sub- 
jects:) 

Transportation  and  communication ;  Munitions, 
manufacturing,  including  standardization  and  industrial 
relations ;  Supplies,  including  clothing ;  Raw  materials, 
minerals,  and  metals ;  Engineering  and  education ;  La- 
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bor,  including  conservation  of  he'aith  and •  welfare*  of'  "'• 
workers;  Medicine,  surgery  and  sanitation. 

The  Director  of  the  Council  and  Advisory  Commission  was 
Walter  S.  Gifford,  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Council  and  Advisory 
Commission  was  Grosvenor  B.  Clarkson. 

The  work  of  the  Advisory  Commission  was  administered  by 
seven  distinct  committees,  with  one  of  the  commission  members 
acting  as  chairman  of  each. 

In  addition  to  this  system,  the  following  sections  and  boards 
of  the  Council  may  be  considered  as  of  primary  importance  and 
were  closely  correlated  with  the  general  committees,  whose  chair- 
men, in  several  cases,  preside  over  the  work  of  these  boards. 

The  sections  and  board  were: 
The  War  Industries  Board ; 
The  Muntions  Standard  Board; 
The  Aircraft  Production  Board ; 
The  Medical  Section ; 
The  Commercial  Economy  Board ; 
The  Interdepartmental  Advisory  Board ; 
The  Co-operative  Committee  on  the  Purchase  of  Army  Sup- 
plies' (United  States  Chamber  of  Commerce)  ; 
The  National  Research  Council ; 
The  Committee  on  Shipping; 
The  Committee  on  Women's  Defense  Work ; 
The  Committee  on  Coal  Production; 
The  Section  on  Co-operation  with  States. 

The  Council  of  National  Defense  and  the  Advisory  Commis- 
sion discharged  the  duties  imposed  upon  them  by  law.  The  com- 
mittees heretofore  created  immediately  subordinate  to  the  Coun- 
cil of  National  Defense,  viz : — labor,  transportation,  and  com- 
munication, shipping,  medicine  and  surgery,  women's  defense 
work,  co-operation  with  State  councils,  research  and  inventions, 
engineering  and  education,  commercial  economy,  administra- 
tions and  statistics,  and  inland  transportation,  carried  on  their 
activities  under  the  direction  and  control  of  the  Council.     Those 
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'v^hose 'Work.  warS.  related 'to  the  duties  of  the  war-industries  board 
co-operated  with  it. 


The  foregoing  information  in  regard  to  the  National  Council 
of  Defense  is  given  in  order  that  a  more  general  understanding 
may  be  had  of  the  scope  of  its  organization  and  the  importance  of 
its  work,  and  that  of  its  subordinate  bodies,  in  connection  with 
the  prosecution  of  the  war,  and  as  indicative  of  the  relation  that 
the  State  Councils  of  Defense  bore  to  the  Council  of  National 
Defense. 


THE  ORGANIZATION  OF 
ARIZONA  STATE  COUNCIL  OF  DEFENSE 

On  April  12th,  191 7,  at  the  request  of  the  National  Govern- 
ment, Governor  of  Arizona  Thomas  E.  Campbell  issued  the  fol- 
lowing call  to  a  selected  list  of  men  in  all  lines  of  activity  with  in 
the  State  to  meet  at  the  State  House  on  the  morning  of  April  i8th 
for  the  purpose  of  organizing  a  State  Council  of  Defense  for  Ari- 
zona and  to  proceed  to  work  out  the  best  possible  method  for  the 
safety  and  comfort  of  the  people  of  the  State  during  the  period  of 
the  war  with  Germany : 

April  12,  1917. 
Dear  Sir: 

I  have  the  honor  this  day  to  appoint  you  as  a  member  of  The 
Arizona  Council  of  Defense  and  you  are  respectfully  urged  to  be  present 
at  a  meeting  at  this  office,  Wednesday,  April  18th,  1917,  to  perfect  the 
organzation  of  the  same. 

A  working  plan  for  the  protection  of  the  people  and  industries  of 
Arizona  is  made  necessary  by  the  critical  situation  brought  about  by 
the  war  with  Germany.  It  is  imperative  that  such  action  be  taken  in 
the  most  intelligent  and  expeditious  manner  and  this  can  be  done  only 
through  such  a  Council  working  as  a  State  unit. 

Among  the  wider  objects  and  measures  of  Defense  for  your  con- 
sideration are: 

The  protection  of  Arizona's  industries,  especially  those  upon  which 
the  State  and  National  governments  must  rely  for  the  safety  and  com- 
fort of  the  people; 
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To  extend  the  production  of  food  stuffs  and  secure  the  best  possible 
use  and  productivity  of  private  and  State  lands  for  the  benefit  of  man 
and   beast; 

Sale,  distribution  and  consumption  of  food  products; 

Proper  safeguarding  of  health  and  sanitation; 

Provision  of  adequate  transportation  facilities  by  rail  and  motor; 

Relief  of  families  in  want  by  reason  of  enlistments; 

Organization  and  equipment  of  home  guards  throughout  the  State; 

Employment  for  those  unable  to  enlist; 

Considerable  research  is  entailed  and  this  work  will  devolve  upon 

committees  to  be  appointed  by  your  Council.  Many  other  suggestions 
will  occur  to  you  which  will  be  of  incalculable  benefit,  if  this  oppor- 
tunity  be  grasped   immediately   and   effectively. 

The  service  before  you  is  no  less  patriotic  than  service  in  the  ranks 
and  I  feel  that  I  am  taking  no  undue  liberty  in  urging  you  earnestly  to 
accept  the  same.  There  is  no  provision  for  the  payment  of  expenses  of 
members,  which  must  be  borne  by  themselves.  You  will  appoint  a  fi- 
nance committee  to  procure  funds  for  the  efficient  maintenance  of  your 
headquarters  and  bureaus. 

Your  acceptance  by  wire  will  facilitate  matters  and  greatly  lessen 
the  burden  of  this  office.     May  I  count  on  you?

PROCLAMATION  OF  THE  GOVERNOR 

On  April  20th,  the  Arizona  State  Council  of  Defense,  by- 
resolution,  and  the  Governor  of  the  State,  Thomas  E.  Campbell, 
by  proclamation,  addressed  themselves  to  the  public  for  the  pur- 
pose of  securing  full  sympathy  and  co-operation  of  the  entire 
State  in  their  work.  The  proclamation  and  resolution  issued  from 
the  office  of  the  Governor  follows : 

RESOLUTION 

WHEREAS,  recognizing  the  serious  situation  confronting  the  State 
of  Arizona  and  the  United  States,  by  reason  of  the  present  war  with 
Germany; 

I,  Thomas  E.  Campbell,  governor  of  Arizona,  by  virtue  of  the  au- 
thority in  me  vested,  and  in  view  of  necessity  of  protecting  life  and 
property  within  the  State  of  Arizona  and  of  conserving  her  resources 
of  range,  farm  and  industry,  did  on  April  18,  1917,  appoint  and  call  to- 
gether representatives  of  all  the  activities  of  the  State,  for  organization 
into  the  Arizona  Council  of  Defense;   and, 

WHEREAS,  said  Council,  properly  organized  and  constituted,  haa 
issued  to  the  people  of  Arizona,  the  following  message: 

The  Capitol, 
Phoenix,  Arizona, 

April  19,  1917. 

"The  Arizona  Council  of  Defense,  in  session  assembled,  calls  upon 
every  individual  in  Arizona  to  stand  shoulder  to  shoulder  in  united  de- 
termination successfully  to  meet  the  critical  conditions  now  threatening 
our  State  and  Nation. 

"The  urgent  need  today  is  conservation.  Let  all  co-operate  in 
prudent  economy  in  the  home,  in  our  social  life  and  general  activities. 

"Our  food  supply  demands  special  consideration.  All  waste  in  the 
preparation  and  use  of  food  must  be  eliminated.  Whenever  possible, 
perishable  foods  should  be  used  in  preference  to  staple  products  and 
canned  goods.  The  livestock  industry  must  be  conserved.  We  urge  the 
various  associations  representing  this  industry  to  co-operate  to  this 
end. 

"We  recommend  that  our  merchants,  wholesalers,  jobbers  and  re- 
tailers, take  such  action  as  will  prevent  all  unwarranted  or  arbitrary 
increases  in  prices  of  food  commodities.  Individual  hoarding  and  accu- 
mulating of  food  is  pernicious.  Such  a  practice  is  not  only  of  great 
injury  to  the  majority  of  our  citizens  who  are  compelled  from  neces.sity 
to  buy  supplies  from  day  to  day  but  in  the  end  reacts  on  those  who  in- 
dulge in  that  form  of  selfishness.  We  call  upon  every  individual  to 
discourage  this  practice,  not  only  by  precept,  but  by  his  own  manly 
example. 

"The  planting  season  for  summer  crops  is  now  upon  us.  Every 
effort  must  be  made  to  bring  all  available  land  under  cultivation. 
Waste  places  must  be  made  to  bear  subsistence.  Each  member  of  the 
council  pledges  himself  to  plant,  or  cause  to  be  planted  a  plot  of  ground 
not  hitherto  under  cultivation.     Our  seed  supply  must  be  guarded  and 
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the  best  available  seed  planted.  Conditions  are  such  that  high  prices 
are  likely  to  prevail  for  some  time  to  come  and  our  best  effort  to  min- 
imize this  condition  must  be  put  forth  vigorously. 

"Other  resources  in  this  state  are  very  essential  to  the  welfare  of 
our  country.  Not  only  must  all  forms  of  agriculture  be  promoted,  but 
war  conditions  today  demand  that  the  organization  and  maintenance  of 
all  essential  industries  be  kept  in  a  high  state  of  efficiency.  Our  min- 
eral resources  must  be  fostered  and  developed  to  provide  materials  for 
war.  All  industrial  activities  must  be  maintained  at  their  gn"eatest 
capacities. 

"We  call  upon  all  aliens  among  us  to  unite  with  our  citizens  In 
promoting  the  public  good.  Let  us  be  considerate  of  those  who  have 
been  subjects  of  nations  with  which  we  are  now  at  war.  It  is  vitally 
important  that  every  individual  shall  realize  his  duty  by  loyally  obe>- 
ing  and  upholding  the  law.  Do  not  carry  arms  unless  you  have  the 
right  to  do  so.  Do  not  kindle  or  repeat  idle  rumors  or  gossip.  Give 
aid  and  assistance  to  officers  of  the  law  to  enable  them  to  maintain 
public  peace  and  order.  Remember  that  disregard  of  law  is  repre- 
hensible at  any  time,  today  it  is  treasonable. 

"Every  effort  should  be  made  to  support  the  president  in  his  plans 
for  national  defense.  Encourage  the  organization  of  our  National 
Guard,  army  and  navy;  safeguard  the  rights  of  our  soldiers  and  sailors 
and  their  dependents,  so  that  the  burden  may  rest  as  lightly  as  possible 
upon  those  who  offer  their  lives  in  the  defense  of  all. 

"We  recommend  all  necessary  legislation  to  the  end  that  the  bur- 
dens of  the  war  shall  be  equitably  borne  by  all.  Let  this  not  be  a  war 
by  the  patriotic  few  for  the  benefit  of  the  many.  We  especially  com- 
mend the  president's  plan  for  universal  military  service. 

"The  demand  of  the  hour  is  united,  intelligent  and  immediate  ac- 
tion. W^e  call  upon  every  commercial  body,  labor  organization,  church 
benevolent,  secret  and  patriotic  society;  in  short,  all  associations  of 
every  kind  and  character  within  the  state,  at  once  to  perfect  plans 
and  methods  for  promoting  the  efforts  of  this  Council  for  the  safety  of 
our  State  and  Nation.  Service  In  the  ranks  of  the  National  Guard, 
army  and  navy  is  noble  and  patriotic.  Unselfish  service  by  a  private 
citizen  is  no  less  so.  With  confidence  in  the  patriotism  of  the  citizens 
and  residents  of  Arizona  we  ask  that  every  man,  woman  and  child  unite 
in  public-spirited  effort  to  uphold  the  peace,  honor  and  welfare  of  Ari- 
zona and  the  Union. 

"This  council  is  permanently  organized.  The  necessary  committees 
are  now  actively  at  work.  Suggestions  and  assistance  from  any  source 
will  be  cordially  received.  Address  Hon.  Dwight  B.  Heard,  Chairman 
Arizona  State  Council  of  Defense,  or,  George  H.  Smalley,  Secretary, 
State  Capitol,  Phoenix,  Arizona. 

"We  ask  the  press  and  clergy  to  aid  us  in  carrying  this  message  to 
the  people." 

Now,  therefore,  I  do  entirely  approve  and  urgently  recommend  that 
our  citizenship  observe  and  practice  in  so  far  as  shall  be  possible,  the 
suggestions  above  set  forth. 

In  witness  whereof  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  caused  the 
Great  Seal  of  the  State  of  Arizona  to  be  affixed.

STATE  AND  COUNTY  COUNCIL  OF  DEFENSE 
ACTIVITIES 

Of  the  200  or  more  men  and  women  appointed  by  the  Gov- 
ernor as  members  only  5  persons  were  put  on  salary,  all  others 
giving  their  time  and  paying  their  own  expenses.  A  secretary, 
statistician,  engineer  and  stenographers  carried  on  the  daily  work 
at  the  headquarters  in  the  State  House. 

The  mobilization  of  Papago,  Apache,  and  Navajo  Indians 
for  farm  work  during  theh  fall  harvest  was  carried  out  with  good 
results. 

Valuable  assistance  was  rendered  to  the  State  Registrar  and 
the  sheriffs  of  all  counties  in  the  work  preliminary  to  registra- 
tion under  the  Selective  Draft.  In  this  connection  circulars  were 
printed  in  foreign  languages  and  distributed  throughout  the 
State  instructing  foreigners  as  to  the  requirements  of  registration. 
This  action  was  taken  in  order  to  stop  the  departure  of  many 
foreigners  who  were  needed  in  he  State  for  labor  on  farms  and 
in  the  mines. 

Under  the  personal  supervision  of  Chairman  Dwight  B. 
Heard,  a  complete  crop  census  of  the  State  was  made.  The 
gathering  of  data  for  the  compilation  of  this  census  involved  an 
enormous  amount  of  work  which  was  almost  entirely  done  by 
volunteer  workers  who  gave  their  time,  paid  their  own  expenses 
and  in  many  cases  used  their  own  cars.  County  Agents  rendered 
invaluable  aid  in  this  work,  the  results  of  which  were  tabulated 
by  Mr.  J.  E.  Sellers,  Council  of  Defense  statistician.  When  all 
returns  were  in,  a  Maricopa  County  map  was  made  showing  the 
entire  acreage  under  cultivation,  the  different  crops  being  speci- 
fied by  colors.  This  crop  survey  was  said  to  be  one  of  the  most 
complete  and  comprehensive  in  the  country  and  was  of  great 
value  to  the  Food  Administration  in  determining  the  necessity 
for  increasing  the  production  of  various  crops  in  the  State.  Much 
work  was  done  at  this  time  informing  citizens  on  ways  and  means 
to  preserve  the  food  supply  and  pamphlets  and  posters  were  dis- 
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tributed  throughout  the  State.  A  series  of  eighteen  bulletins 
were  mailed  to  all  sections  of  the  State  and  posted  in  conspicuous 
places  instructing  farmers  and  housewives  in  ways  of  increasing 
production  and  in  conservation.  Boys  and  girls  clubs  were  estab- 
lished in  Maricopa,  Cochise,  Graham,  Greenlee,  Navajo  and 
Apache  Counties  and  meetings  were  held  in  all  parts  of  the  State 
urging  the  necessity  of  increasing  production.  Conspicuous 
among  the  school  and  farm  gardens  in  the  State  were  those  in  the 
Miami  district,  financed  completely  by  the  Inspiration  Copper  Co. 

At  the  time  of  the  organization  of  the  State  Council  of  De- 
fense the  Mexican  situation  was  still  threatening  and  the  Public 
Defense  Commitee  was  one  of  the  first  to  get  into  action.  A  plan 
of  organization  was  immediately  adopted  and  put  into  effect 
throughout  the  State.  Much  credit  is  due  Lieut.-Col.  John  C. 
Greenway  for  the  effective  manner  in  which  this  work  was 
handled.  The  plan  called  for  the  appointment  by  the  mayors 
of  incorporated  towns  and  villages  and  by  the  sheriffs  in  isolated 
communities,  of  a  Defense  Committee  of  five  members,  which 
committee  immediately  appointed  a  local  Council  of  Defense,  con- 
sisting of  seven  members,  the  latter  being  a  permanent  organiza- 
tion. These  local  Councils  in  turn  appointed  sub-committees  on 
Intelligence,  Police,  Law,  Finance,  and  External  Defense.  The 
purchase  of  rifles,  machine  guns  and  ammunition  was  arranged 
for  and  home  guard  organizations  formed  and  equipped.  A  com- 
plete military  census  was  taken  in  the  various  counties  supple- 
mentary to  the  registration  made  by  the  Federal  Government  for 
the  Selective  Draft.  Much  propoganda  work  was  done  too  en- 
courage enlistment  in  the  First  Arizona  Infantry.  Lieut.-Col. 
Greenway,  Governor  Campbell  and  Chairman  Heard  rendered 
valuable  assistance  in  this  respect. 

An  exhaustive  report  was  prepared  by  the  committee  on 
Transportation  giving  in  detail  the  exact  mileage  of  all  railroads 
of  the  State,  the  equipment  in  engines,  passenger  cars,  baggage 
cars,  freight  cars,  water  cars,  shops  and  all  supplies  used  in  the 
operation  of  a  railroad  system,  also  the  location  of  bridges  and 
culverts,  of  all  railroad  stations,  telegraph  offices  and  the  number 
of  troops  of  each  branch  of  the  service  that  could  be  moved  a 
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given  distance  in  a  given  time.  Freight  and  passenger  time-tables 
of  each  Hne  in  the  State  were  attached.  All  trucks,  touring  car^ 
and  roadsters  of  25  horsepower  or  over  in  the  State  were  listed,  so 
as  to  be  available  for  military  service  as  required.  C.  M.  Scott 
and  Wesley  Hill  co-operated  in  this  work. 

The  Committee  on  Relief  co-operated  fully  with  the  Red 
Cross  in  caring  for  dependent  families  of  soldiers  at  the  front.  A 
report  was  compiled  showing  the  number  and  location  of  all 
hospitals  in  the  State,  the  number  of  beds  in  each,  the  location  of 
available  temporary  hospitals  which  might  be  qsed  in  connection 
with  the  Red  Cross.  A  list  was  made  showing  the  name,  address 
and  telephone  number  of  every  physician,  surgeon  and  nurse  who 
would  give  their  services  when  needed.  All  medical  and  surgical 
supplies  within  the  State  were  located,  the  amount  and  how  they 
could  best  be  obtained. 

Various  campaigns  of  publicity  were  conducted  by  the  State 
Council  through  the  assistance  and  the  co-operation  received  from 
the  editors  of  all  the  State  papers  who  gave  freely  of  space  in 
their  various  publications. 

The  expenses  of  the  State  Council  prior  to  July  i,  191 7,  were 
met  by  individual  contributions  aggregating  less  than  $5000.00. 
It  was  estimated  that  an  additional  $25,000.00  would  be  necessary 
to  cover  the  expenses  for  the  year  and  this  amount  was  appor- 
tioned to  the  different  counties  on  the  basis  of  taxation. 

Under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  Lin  B.  Orme,  a  Boys'  Working 
Reserve  was  organized  and  valued  assistance  given  the  ranches 
in  Maricopa  County  by  this  army  of  boy  workers.  The  organiza- 
tion was  carried  out  under  military  form  and  the  first  company 
was  made  up  of  y'j  boys.  They  hoed  2220  acres  of  cotton,  dug  25 
acres  of  potatoes  and  picked  85  acres  of  melons,  earning  a  total 
of  $7,600.00,  paid  all  expenses  and  at  the  close  of  the  season  each 
boy  had  a  comfortable  balance.  Yavapai  County  also  had  a  boys 
organization  of  the  same  kind  under  the  leadership  of  County 
Chairman  Hoogestratt. 

Through  the  efforts  of  the  State  Council  the  suspension  of 
the  alien  labor  immigration  clause  and  the  per  capita  tax  on  Mexi- 
can labor  for  agricultural  purposes  in  Arizona  was  effected.  This 
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resulted  in  bringing  in  thousands  of  much-needed  laborers  into 
the  agricultural  communities  and  releasing  others  for  industrial 
work. 

Active  assistance  was  given  at  all  times  to  the  Liberty  Loan 
committees  in  helping  to  raise  State  and  County  quotas. 

A  series  of  lectures  was  delivered  throughout  the  State  by  Dr. 
R.  B.  von  KleinSmid,  president  of  the  University  and  Chairman 
of  the  Conservation  Committee.  These  lectures  were  largely  at- 
tended and  did  much  to  arouse  the  people  to  the  duties  confront- 
ing them. 

A  general  call  was  issued  to  all  war  workers  in  the  State  to 
attend  a  War  Conference  on  May  12th,  1918,  at  which  speakers 
sent  out  by  the  National  Government  discussed  the  nation's  war 
activities  and  offered  suggestions  for  the  further  carrying  out 
of  the  work  already  under  way  by  the  State  Council. 

Registration  cards  were  printed  and  sent  to  the  various  train- 
ing camps  as  well  as  to  the  offices  of  the  various  draft  boards  for 
the  purpose  of  registering  all  men  entering  military  service  from 
the  State.  These  cards  showed  the  date  of  entering  service, 
branch,  name  of  former  employer,  names  and  addresses  of  de- 
pendents and  other  information,  and  were  a  valuable  assistance 
to  the  Red  Cross  in  its  work  of  looking  after  the  dependents  of 
men  in  the  service. 

A  campaign  was  carried  on  to  assist  mine  operators,  cattle 
men  and  other  large  shippers  in  obtaining  necessary  cars  and  no- 
tices were  sent  to  all  shippers  urging  them  to  release  cars  that 
were  being  held  over  the  regular  demurrage  period. 

Publicity  was  given  to  the  laws  relative  to  Government  allow- 
ances and  allotments  of  soldier's  pay  and  advice  and  information 
given  at  State  headquarters.  Publicity  was  also  given  to  the  reso- 
lution passed  by  the  Council  of  National  Defense  requesting  the 
public  to  refrain  from  sending  preishable  food  stuffs  to  soldiers 
and  sailors  in  the  camps  and  cantonments.  This  was  done  in  an 
effort  to  safe-guard  the  health  of  the  men  and  also  in  the  interests 
of  food  conservation. 
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Assistance  was  given  the  U.  S.  Public  Service  Reserve  in 
registering  men  for  the  shipyard's.  Almost  twice  the  quota  asked 
for  from  Arizona  was  registered. 

Regular  committees  were  appointed  in  each  county  to  inform 
and  assist  the  men  who  were  entering  military  service  in  arrang- 
ing their  affairs  and  providing  for  their  dependents.  These  com- 
mittees were  appointed  amongst  prominent  attorneys  throughout 
the  State  who  gave  their  services  without  charge.  Large  numbers 
of  posters  and  pamphlets  issued  by  Governmental  departments  and 
the  committee  on  Public  Information  at  Washington  were  paid 
for  and  distributed  throughout  the  State. 

The  Committee  on  Scientific  Research  received  and  trans- 
mitted to  the  Federal  authorities  a  number  of  inventions  for  use 
in  land  and  naval  warfare. 

Speaking  campaigns  were  conducted  in  conjunction  with  the 
Red  Cross  and  various  Liberty  loans.  A  number  of  returned 
soldiers  were  secured  to  speak  at  patriotic  meetings. 

To  further  production  25.000  pamphlets  were  issued  by  the 
committee  on  production  and  distributed  by  the  Council. 

George  J.  Stoneman  of  Phoenix  was  appointed  by  the  Coun- 
cil of  Defense  Chairman  of  the  State  organization  of  Four  Min- 
ute Men,  and  his  appointment  of  County  Chairmen  began  im- 
m.ediately  and  speakers  were  soon  enlisted  and  delivering  four 
minute  speeches  at  motion  picture  theatres  throughout  the  State. 
This  branch  of  the  volunteer  service  proved  one  of  the  most  valu- 
able vehicles  for  publicity  of  war  activities  and  was  used  by  all 
branches  effectively  throughout  the  war. 

Libraries  for  enlisted  men  was  an  early  work  undertaken  by 
the  Council  of  Defense.  Mrs.  Joseph  H.  Kibbey  of  Phoenix  took 
an  active  part  in  securing  books  and  as  a  result  a  library  of  about 
600  books  were  sent  to  the  enlisted  men's  club  at  Douglas. 

Miss  S.  Uretta  Miller,  of  Phoenix,  was  of  valuable  assistance 
as  a  volunteer  worker  in  the  headquarters.  She  gave  her  full 
time  for  several  months  without  compensation. 

Miss  Grace  L  Tufts  was  active  during  the  first  six  months 
of  the  war  as  field  and  home  economics  director,  holding  classes 
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at  the  high  school  in  Phoenix  during  the  summer  of  1917  and 
going  to  homes  to  give  personal  demonstrations.  Her  work  re- 
sulted in  the  saving  of  much  fruit  and  vegetables  which  would 
otherwise  have  been  lost.  S.  B.  Johnson  of  the  University  of 
Arizona  made  a  survey  of  the  Salt  River  Valley  in  connection  with 
this  food  saving  program,  ascertaining  the  places  where  fruit  was 
likely  to  go  to  waste. 

Bankers  and  merchants  were  appealed  to  in  behalf  of  liberal 
loans  to  farmers  who  desired  to  increase  their  areas  for  produc- 
tion, and  many  loans  were  made  by  banks  through  this  campaign. 

A  silo  form  costing  over  $500  was  provided  through  the 
Council  of  Defense  for  the  use  of  farmers  who  desired  to  build 
silos.  W.  A.  Barr  had  charge  of  this  department  and  through  his 
activity  a  large  number  of  silos  were  built  in  the  Salt  River 
Valley. 

The  permanent  type  of  solid  wall  concrete  wall  silo  was 
recommended,  and  to  assist  builders  to  get  their  silos  more 
cheaply,  a  set  of  steel  silo  forms  was  purchased  by  the  State  Coun- 
cil of  Defense  which  were  rented  to  farmers  at  the  very  low  fig- 
ure of  $25  for  each  job.  These  forms  were  used  by  a  number  of 
builders  the  past  season  and  will  be  used  by  a  number  the  present 
season.  The  introduction  of  these  forms  by  the  State  Council  of 
Defense  encouraged  greatly  the  building  of  the  solid  wall  con- 
crete silo,  there  being  2},  silos  of  this  type  constructed  out  of  a 
total  of  57  silos  built  in  this  county  during  the  summer  of  1917. 
Sets  of  forms  similar  to  those  furnished  to  the  Council  of  Defense 
were  used  in  several  other  sections  of  the  state  last  year,  there 
being  approximately  100  silos  built  in  the  State  last  season.  Fur- 
nishing the  silo  forms  to  the  farmers  at  the  rental  charge  above 
mentioned  enabled  them  to  build  a  one-hundred  ton  silo  complete 
for  approximately  $400  as  against  a  cost  of  $600  for  the  same 
structure  built  with  other  forms  which  they  would  of  necessity 
have  had  to  provide  for  themselves. 

The  silo  forms  have  been  turned  over  to  County  Agricul- 
tural Agent  Heard  for  the  use  of  farmers  who  desire  to  use  them. 

Allan  B.  Jaynes  directed  the  early  publicity  of  the  Council  of 
Defense,  giving  much  time  and  attention  to  the  work.     He  was 
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later  succeeded  by  Col.  James  H.  McClintock.  Valuable  space 
was  given  freely  by  publishers. 

Both  Dvvight  B.  Heard  as  chairman  and  George  H.  Smalley 
as  secretary  left  their  work  at  headquarters  frequently  to  go  into 
the  field  and  assist  local  workers  in  the  various  branches  of  the 
work.  Mr.  Smalley  resigned  in  September  to  become  executive 
secretary  of  the  food  administration. 

Mrs.  Mary  Pritner  Lockwood  of  the  University  of  Arizona 
took  an  active  part  in  the  field  and  home  economics  work  and 
when  the  food  administration  was  organized  took  charge  of  the 
economics  work  for  that  division. 

The  entire  expenditures  of  the  State  Council  from  April  i8th, 
1917  to  June  30th,  1918  amounted  to  a  total  of  $13,671.98.  This 
entire  amount  was  supplied  by  public  and  private  contributions 
with  the  exception  of  a  deficit  of  $500  which  was  appropriated  by 
Legislature.     Following  is  a  detailed  statement  of  expenditures :

COUNTY  COUNCILS  ORGANIZED  UNDER  THE 
FIRST  STATE  COUNCIL 

In  addition  to  these  officers  a  number  of  honorary  members 
were  added  to  the  State  Committee  representing  the  various 
organizations  of  women  in  the  State.  The  function  of  the 
Women  Committee  was  partly  to  act  as  a  clearing  house  for  all 
war  activities,  enabling  various  organizations  to  co-operate  more 
effectively  with  each  other.  Its  work  was  also  to  reinforce  the 
work  of  other  distinct  branches  of  service.  For  instance  propo- 
ganda was  carried  on  to  make  public  opinion  which  would  secure 
the  employing  of  public  health  nurses,  although  the  nurse  was 
employed  by  the  local  school  board  or  through  the  efforts  of  the 
local  Parent-Teachers'  Association.    The  number  of  these  nurses 
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has  increased  in  the  State  in  three  years  from  one  to  fifteen.  The 
same  work  was  done  in  regard"  to  creating  sentiment  in  favor  of 
employing  county  food  demonstration  agents,  the  number  in  the 
State  during  the  past  year  being  greatly  increased.  Space  forbids 
mentioning  all  the  activities  of  the  Woman's  Committee  but 
among  the  most  noteworthy  was  the  carrying  on  of  food  drives  in 
several  localities.  The  food  drive  in  Alaricopa  County  covered 
nearly  a  hundred  centers  where  courses  in  the  teaching  of  food 
conservation  were  given  by  domestic  science  teachers  and  volun- 
teer workers  in  churches,  school  houses,  club  houses  and  in  one 
instance  in  connection  with  the  Chatauqua. 

Child  welfare  work  was  developed  extensively  over  the  State, 
a  number  of  successful  child  welfare  clinics  were  held  and  local 
com.mittees  organized  which  will  be  permanent  centers  for  child 
welfare  work  for  the  State.  The  development  of  Americanization 
work  was  initiated  and  carried  on  by  the  Woman's  Committee. 
This  has  resulted  in  the  opening  of  night  schools  for  the  teaching 
of  English  in  twenty-five  towns  in  the  State  in  which  nearly  2000 
students  are  enrolled.  Local  Americanization  committees  are  ac- 
tive in  many  localities  and  organized  for  permanent  work.  A 
strong  State  Committee  with  representative  members  from  many 
organizations  is  a  permanent  result  of  the  work  of  this  depart- 
ment. The  drive  for  nurses  conducted  under  the  Registration  De- 
partment was  one  of  the  notable  achievements  of  the  Woman's 
Committee.  Registration  committees  were  appointed  in  all  the 
counties  and  nurses  enrolled  from  all  parts  of  the  State. 

County  Councils  of  Defense  were  formed  in  each  county  as 
co-ordinating  branches  of  the  State  Council.  These  organizations 
quickly  developed  into  vital  and  important  vmits  in  the  Council  of 
Defense  machinery  as  through  them  direct  contact  with  the  people 
in  each  county  was  maintained  and  the  various  war  programs  of 
the  National  Government,  educational  propoganda  and  other  in- 
formation was  promptly  and  easily  brought  to  the  attention  of 
every  man,  woman  and  child  in  the  State.

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STATE   COUNCIL  OFFICIALLY   ORGANIZED 

Un  June  i8,  1918,  the  Arizona  State  Legislature,  then  in 
session  passed  the  following  bill  known  as  House  Bill  No.  26, 
creating  the  State  Council  of  Defense,  providing  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  members  and  making  an  appropriation  for  carrying  out 
its  activities: 

CHAPTER  7. 

HOUSE   BILL    NO.  26 

AN  ACT  CREATING  THE  ARIZONA  STATE  COUNCIL.  OF  DE- 
FENSE; PROVIDING  FOR  THE  APPOINTMENT  OF  THE  MEM- 
BERS THEREOF;  DEFINING  THE  POWERS  AND  DUTIES  OF 
SUCH  COUNCIL;  PRESCRIBING  A  PENALTY  FOR  DISOBEDI- 
ENCE OF  THE  LAWFUL  RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  THERE- 
OF; PROVIDING  FOR  THE  DESTRUCTION  OF  PREDATORY 
ANIMALS;  FOR  THE  AMERICANIZATION  OF  ALIENS;  MAK- 
ING APPROPRIATIONS  THEREFOR,  AND  DECLARING  AN 
EMERGENCY. 

BE  IT  ENACTED  BY  THE  LEGISLATURE  OF  THE  STATE  OF 
ARIZONA: 

Section  1.  There  is  hereby  created  a  Council  to  be  known  as  the 
"Arizona  State  Council  of  Defense,"  which  shall  consist  of  the  Governor 
and  fourteen  other  members,  one  member  of  which  shall  be  appointed 
from  each  county  in  the  state  by  the  Governor  and  shall  be  approved 
by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  such  county.  Ten  members  shall  be 
qualified  before  the  Council  can  organize  for  the  performance  of  the 
duties  herein  provided  for.  Eight  members  of  the  Council  shall  consti- 
tute a  quorum. 

In  the  event  of  a  vacancy  existing  in  the  Council,  from  death,  resig- 
natoin,  or  any  other  cause,  that  vacancy  shall  be  filled  from  the  county 
wherein  the  vacancy  exists,  in  the  same  manner  as  the  original  appoint- 
ment. The  Council  of  Defense  shall  be  non-partisian  and  shall  repre- 
sent, as  far  as  practicable,  the  various  activities,  industries  and  re- 
sources of  the  State. 

Section  2.  Organization:  The  Governor  shall  be  chairman  of  the 
Council.  He  shall  call  the  first  meeting  of  the  Council  at  the  State 
Capital  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  passage  of  this  Act,  and  the 
Council  shall  select  from  among  its  members  a  vice-chairman.  The 
Council  shall  adopt  rules  and  regulations  for  its  government.  It  shall 
have  power  to  employ  and  pay  out  of  the  appropriation  hereinafter  pro- 
vided, an  executive  secretary  at  a  salary  not  to  exceed  Three  Thousand 
($3,000)  Dollars  per  annum,  and  such  clerks,  stenographers  and  other 
assistants  as  may  be  necessary  to  enable  it  to  perform  its  duties.  It 
shall  have  power  to  appoint  subordinate  bodies  and  committees  from 
and  outside  of  its  own  membership. 

Section  3.  Powers  and  Duties:  The  Council  shall  have  the  power, 
and  it  shall  be  its  duty  to  initiate  and  carry  on  within  the  State,  all 
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necessary  or  proper  means  and  measures  to  co-ordinate  the  war  activ- 
ities of  the  state  with  those  of  the  National  Government  or  of  other 
states;  to  co-opei'ate  by  all  necessary  or  proper  means  and  methods  with 
the  National  Council  of  Defense  and  with  other  national  agencies  for 
aiding  in  the  prosecution  of  the  war;  to  promote  and  assist  in  carrying 
on  within  the  state  the  plans  and  activities  of  the  National  Council  of 
Defense  and  of  similar  national  agencies;  to  confer  and  co-operate  with 
the  Councils  of  Defense  and  with  similar  agencies  of  other  states;  to 
supervise  the  solicitation  of  funds  for  patriotic  or  benevolent  purposes 
within  the  State  by  voluntary  organizations  or  committees,  and  to  pro- 
hibit such  solicitation  when  deemed  by  it  to  be  detrimental  to  the  high- 
est efficiency  for  the  prosecution  of  the  war;  to  require  state,  county, 
city  or  town,  and  other  public  officials  to  aid  and  co-operate  in  the 
carrying  on  of  war  activities  within  the  state;  to  enlist  the  aid  and  co- 
operation of  private  citizens  in  the  carrying  on  of  such  war  activities 
within  the  state;  to  enlist  such  war  activities;  to  make  all  rules  and 
regulations  necessary  or  proper  for  carrying  out  the  powers  herein 
conferred  upon  it,  and  to  do  or  cause  to  be  done  all  things  not  in  conflict 
with  the  Constitution  and  Laws  of  the  United  States,  and  of  the  State  of 
Arizona,  necessary  and  advisable  to  meet  emergencies  arising  within  this 
state  because  of  the  existence  of  the  war,  or  to  bring  about  the  highest 
efficiency  within  the  State  in  relation  to  the  war. 

Section  4.  Investigations: The  Council  shall,  at  the  request  of  the 
National  or  State  Government,  or  may  on  its  initiative  investigate  any 
matters  relating  to  the  safety  or  welfare  of  the  nation  or  state  in  time 
of  war.  In  furtherance  of  such  investigation,  it  shall  have  the  power  to 
require  any  person  to  appear  before  it  for  examination,  under  oath  or 
affirmation  administered  by  its  presiding  officer  or  other  member  desig- 
nated for  such  purpose,  and  shall  likewise  have  power  to  require  any 
person,  association,  or  corporation,  to  produce  for  examination,  any 
books,  dcuments  or  papers  in  his  or  its  possession.  The  Council  shall 
have  power  to  direct  the  information  obtained  from  any  such  investiga- 
tion to  be  made  public,  or  to  be  treated  as  confidential. 

Section  5.  County  Councils  of  Defense:  The  State  Council  shall 
establish  in  each  county  of  the  state,  a  County  Council  of  Defense;  such 
County  Council  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  three  (3)  nor  more  than 
seven  (7)  members.  The  chairman  or  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors shall  be  the  chairman  of  such  County  Council;  the  other  mem- 
bers thereof  shall  be  appointed  by  the  State  Council  from  among  the 
civilian  electors  of  the  county  nominated  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 
The  membership  of  such  County  Councils  shall  be  non-partisan  and 
shall  represent,  as  far  as  practicable,  the  various  activities,  industries 
and  resources  of  the  county.  All  vacancies  shall  be  filled  by  the  State 
Council  by  appointment  in  the  same  manner  as  the  original  appoint- 
ments. 

Section  6.  Reports:  The  Council  shall  report,  in  writing,  to  the 
Governor  at  regular  intervals,  and  through  the  Governor  to  the  Legis- 
lature at  each  regular  and  special  session  thereof.  It  may,  on  its  own 
initiative,  report  to  the  governor  or  to  the  Legislature  at  any  time,  and 
shall  recommend  such  legislation  as  it  may  deem  advisable  for  the 
prosecution  of  the  war  and  the  welfare  of  the  Nation  and  State  with 
relation  to  the  war.  A  complete  financial  statement  shall  be  furnished 
to  the  Governor  every  six  (6)  months. 

Section  7.  Disobedience  of  Regulations:  Any  person  violating  or 
refusing  or  failing  to  obey  any  lawful  rule,  regulation  or  order  of  the 
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Council  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction 
thereof  by  a  Court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine 
not  exceeding  Three  Hundred  ($300)  Dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the 
County  Jail  for  a  period  not  exceeding  six  (6)  months,  or  by  both  such 
fine  and  imprisonment. 

Section  S.  Rules  and  Regulations:  The  Council  shall  adopt  such 
rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of 
this  Act.  It  shall  have  the  right  to  form  advisory  or  other  committees 
from  outside  its  membership,  and  organize  subordinate  bodies  for  its 
assistance  and  for  the  making  of  special  investigations,  either  by  the 
employment  of  experts  or  by  the  creation  of  committees  of  especially 
qualified  persons,  or  may  form  such  committees  fron  among  its  own 
members.  All  such  committees,  bodies,  or  combinations  thereof,  shall 
act  together  or  separately  in  such  manner  as  the  Council  may  direct, 
and  shall  serve  without  compensation  unless  specifically  ordered  to 
the  contrary  by  the  Council. 

Section  9.  Expenses:  Each  appointed  member  of  the  Council 
shall  receive  his  actual  expenses,  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  Five  Dollars 
($5)  per  day,  and  traveling  expenses,  while  actually  engagd  in  the  work 
of  the  Council,  at  the  rate  of  ten  (10c)  cents  per  mile,  one  way. 

Section  10.  Term  of  Eixistence:  The  Arizona  State  Council  of  De- 
fense shall  continue  for  the  duration  of  the  war,  and  for  such  reasonable 
period  thereafter,  not  exceeding  six  months,  as  may  be  necessary  to 
bring  the  business  of  the  Council  to  a  close. 

Section  11.  Appropriations:  For  the  purposes  of  carrying  out  the 
provisions  of  this  Act,  to  the  thirtieth  day  of  June,  1919,  there  is  hereby 
appropriated  from  any  moneys  in  the  State  Treasury  not  otherwise  ap- 
propriated the  sum  of  Twenty-six  Thousand  Dollars  ($26,000),  or  so 
much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary;  and  for  the  purpose  of  defraying 
the  deficit  of  the  existing  Council  of  Defense  there  is  hereby  appropri- 
ated the  sum  of  Five  Hundred  $500)  Dollars.  Upon  the  presentation  of 
claims,  duly  approved  by  the  Council,  the  State  Auditor  is  hereby  au- 
thorized and  directed  to  draw  his  warrant,  and  the  State  Treasurer  is 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  pay  the  same. 

For  the  purpose  of  co-operating  with  the  United  States  Government 
in  the  destruction  of  predatory  animals  and  rodents,  there  is  hereby 
appropriated  the  sum  of  Twenty-five  Thousand  ($25,000)  Dollars,  to  be 
expended  under  the  supervision  of  the  biological  Survey  of  the  United 
States  Government,  and  contingent  upon  the  appropriation  of  a  like 
amount  for  the  said  purpose  by  the  United  States  Government.  Upon 
the  presentation  of  claims  by  the  Biological  Survey,  duly  approved  by 
the  State  Council  of  Defense,  the  State  Auditor  is  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  draw  his  warrant,  and  the  State  Treasurer  is  hereby 
authorized   and  directed  to  pay  the  same. 

Section  12.  Americanization:  For  encouraging  and  putting  a  pre- 
mium on  the  Americanization  of  all  aliens  within  the  State,  and  for 
the  further  purpose  of  co-operating  with  the  United  States  Government 
in  securing  such  Americanization,  there  is  hereby  appropriated  from 
any  moneys  in  the  State  Trea.sury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  the  sum 
of  Three  Thousand  ($3,000)  Dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  nec- 
essary, for  the  Council  to  make  a  proper  survey  of  the  State  as  to  the 
needs  of  Americanization,  and  to  report  the  result  of  such  survey  to  the 
next  Legislature;    and  the  State  Auditor  is  hereby  authorized  to  draw 
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his   warrant,   and   the    State    Treasurer    is   hereby   directed    to    pay    the 
same. 

Section  13.  Provisions  Separable:  The  provisions  of  this  Act  are 
separable  and  not  dependent;  and  if  any  section,  provision  or  part  of 
either,  is  held  unconstitutional,  the  same  shall  not  affect  any  other  part 
thereof. 

Section  14.  Whereas,  in  order  to  preserve  the  public  health,  peace, 
and  safety,  an  emergency  is  hereby  declard  to  exist,  and  the  provisions 
of  this  Act  are  hereby  exempt  from  the  referendum  provision  of  the 
State  Constitution. 

Approved  June  18,   1918.

No  attempts  is  made  to  state  in  full  the  activities  of  the  State 
Council  under  legislation  enactment,  the  following  being  a  brief 
summary  of  the  principal  work  undertaken. 

The  Council  supervised  and  directed  the  withdrawal  from 
circulation  in  the  public  libraries  of  the  State  during  the  period 
of  the  war  a  large  number  of  pro-German  books  and  other  publi- 
cations. 

As  a  measure  in  the  conservation  of  man-power  arrange- 
ments were  made  with  gasoline  service  stations  and  garages 
throughout  the  State  to  observe  regular  opening  and  closing  hours 
and  also  that  one  station  only  in  each  community  would  remain 
open  on  Sunday. 
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From  the  time  the  Council  was  first  formed  in  April.  1917, 
a  continuous  effort  was  made  by  Chairman  Dwight  B.  Heard 
to  effect  an  agreement  with  the  land  owners  of  the  Florence  and 
Casa  Grande  valley  and  the  Department  of  Indian  Affairs  that 
would  settle  the  differences  then  existing  which  delayed  the  con- 
struction of  the  diversion  dam.  Mr.  Heard,  on  his  many  trips  to 
Washington  made  special  effort  to  effect  a  settlement.  Mr.  C.  E. 
Addams,  Director  and  Vice-Chairman  of  the  New  Council,  also 
spent  considerable  time  during  a  trip  to  Washington  in  consul- 
tation with  the  Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs  on  this  matter. 
An  adjustment  has  been  finally  reached  and  the  construction  of 
the  dam  is  about  to  be  started. 

A  committee  was  appointed  to  co-operate  with  the  Bureau  of 
Biological  Survey  in  the  extermination  of  rodent  pests  and  pre- 
datory animals.  Mr.  Dwight  B.  Heard  was  appointed  chair- 
man of  this  committee  and  while  in  Washington  perfected  an 
agreement  with  Dr.  Nelson,  chief  of  the  National  Bureau.  This 
department  has  done  much  effective  work  throughout  the  State, 
its  activities  being  financed  jointly  by  National  and  State  funds. 

A  State  Speaker's  Bureau  was  created  with  Judge  W.  L. 
Barnum  chairman.  This  bureau  enlisted  numbers  of  good  speak- 
ers throughout  the  State  who  volunteered  their  services  to  speak 
at  patriotic  meetings  and  other  public  gatherings. 

Through  the  efforts  of  the  various  coimty  councils,  news- 
paper publicity,  articles  in  the  Monthly  Service  Bulletin,  and  other 
propaganda  the  planting  of  additional  wheat  acreage  was  en- 
couraged and  good  results  accomplished  in  the  agricultural 
section. 

In  co-operation  with  the  representative  of  the  U.  S.  Depart- 
ment of  Labor  an  adjustment  of  the  opening  and  closing  hours 
of  the  retail  meat  markets  for  Phoenix  and  vicinity  was  effected. 

A  Rent  Adjustment  Committee  was  formed  to  receive  the 
numerous  complaints  which  were  received  by  the  State  Council 
to  the  effect  that  landlords  were  charging  excessive  rentals.  This 
Committee  functioned  as  follows :  Both  tenant  and  landlord  were 
permitted  to  state  their  case  and  the  Committee  attempted  to 
bring  about  an  amicable  adjustment.  If  the  tenant's  complaint  was 
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unjustified  no  action  was  taken.  If  the  committee  decided  that 
the  rent  asked  was  excessive  the  landlord  was  given  an  opportu- 
nity to  adjust  same.  If  he  refused  to  do  so,  publicity  without 
comment  was  given  in  the  local  papers.  A  large  number  of  cases 
were  brought  before  this  Committee  and  all  were  adjusted  satis- 
factorily without  resorting  to  drastic  measures. 

General  supervision  of  the  solicitation  of  funds  in  the  State 
by  the  various  war  organizations  and  societies  was  maintained, 
no  organization  being  permitted  to  carry  on  a  campaign  for  rais- 
ing funds  without  the  permission  of  the  State  Council.  No  per- 
mits were  granted  except  upon  the  fullest  investigation. 

A  bulletin  was  published  semi-monthly  and  distributed  gen- 
erally throughout  the  State  showing  the  various  activities  of  the 
Council  and  outlining  further  work. 

The  State  Council,  through  the  personal  work  of  its  vice- 
chairman,  Mr.  C.  E.  Addams,  rendered  valuable  assistance  to  the 
State  Health  Department  during  the  influenza  epidemic  which 
first  broke  out  in  the  northern  part  of  the  State  in  October,  1918. 
Mr.  Addams  spent  several  weeks  in  Winslow,  Flagstaff,  Hol- 
brook,  St.  Johns  and  other  northern  points  where  he  took  full 
charge  of  the  situation  organizing  temporary  hospitals,  securing 
doctors  and  nurses,  instituting  sanitary  regulations  and  arrang- 
ing with  city  and  county  authorities  to  enforce  clean-up  regula- 
tions and  arranging  with  city  and  county  authorities  to  enforce 
clean-up  regulations.  School  houses  and  other  public  buildings 
were  commandeered  and  turned  into  temporary  hospitals,  bulle- 
tins were  printed  and  distributed  instructing  people  in  preventive 
measures  and  other  health  measures  instituted  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  the  epidemic. 

Thousands  of  pamphlets  issued  by  the  Federal  Government 
and  the  State  Foard  of  Health  warning  men  who  were  entering 
the  service  and  about  to  be  drafted  against  the  danger  of  con- 
tracting venereal  disease  and  instructing  them  in  sanitary  mea- 
sures were  paid  for  and  distributed  by  the  State  Council  through 
local  draft  boards  and  county  councils. 

The  Non-War  Construction  Section  of  the  War  Industries 
Board  with  Bernard  M.  Baruch  at  its  hear  was  created  in  Wash- 
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ington  for  the  purpose  of  conserving  steel,  lumber,  cement,  and 
all  other  building  material.  Instructions  were  received  by  the 
State  Council  from  this  department  to  supervise  the  carrying 
out  of  their  program  in  Arizona.  Committees  were  immediately 
appointed  by  the  State  Council  in  each  county  to  receive  and  for- 
ward to  State  headquarters  all  requests  for  building  permits  of 
every  character  with  the  exception  of  a  few  classes  specified  by 
the  Government  as  necessary  for  war  purposes.  These  requests 
were  considered  by  a  special  committee  appointed  by  the  Council 
and  in  cases  where  construction  seemed  necessary  or  advisable 
recommendation  was  made  direct  to  the  War  Industries  Board  at 
Washington.  This  curtailment  of  construction  worked  consider- 
able hardship  on  people  of  the  State  but'  with  very  few  exceptions 
the  restrictions  were  met  with  patriotic  spirit.  Approximately 
lOO  requests  for  permits  were  refused  which  meant  a  saving  in 
necessary  war  material  of  about  $750,000.00. 

This  program  was  considered  so  important  by  the  War  In- 
dustries Board  that  a  conference  was  called  at  Washington  to 
which  each  State  Council  was  asked  to  send  representatives.  The 
conference  met  in  session  on  November  nth,  the  date  on  which 
the  armistice  was  signed,  and  instead  of  carrying  out  their  pro- 
gram of  enforcing  still  more  severe  regulations  an  entire  read- 
justment in  which  building  construction  was  encouraged  was  put 
into  effect.  Mr.  C.  E.  Addams,  Vice-Chairman  and  C.  R.  Green, 
Assistant  Secretary,  represented  the  State  Council  of  Defense  at 
this  conferensce. 

A  legal  booklet  setting  forth  the  Soldiers  and  Sailors  Civil 
Rights  Bill,  allotment  and  allowances,  acts  and  other  war  legisla- 
tion and  enactments  pertaining  to  or  affecting  the  men  in  service 
was  printed  and  distributed. 

Various  State  pubHcations  were  continuously  supplied  with 
propaganda  and  other  publicity  furnished  by  the  Council  of  Na- 
tional Defense  as  well  as  reports  of  tfie  various  activities  of  the 
State  Council  and  other  war  organizations.  The  State  Council 
takes  this  opportunity  for  thanking  the  publishers  throughout  the 
State  for  their  generous  co-operation  in  this  respect. 
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Community  choruses  were  formed,  the  one  in  Phoenix  being 
under  the  direction  of  WilHam  Conrad  Mills.  This  chorus  sang 
at  various  public  and  patriotic  meetings  and  on  December  23, 
1918,  gave  a  concert  at  the  Elks  Theatre  for  the  purpose  of  stimu- 
lating the  War  Savings  Stamp  campaign  which  resulted  in  the 
sale  of  a  large  number  of  stamps. 

At  the  request  of  the  War  Department  a  collection  of  photo- 
graphs from  various  parts  of  the  State  was  made  showing  war 
activities  such  as  Liberty  Loan  and  Red  Cross  parades,  boys  and 
girls  canning  clubs,  activities  of  the  Boys'  Working  "Reserve,  en- 
trainment  of  troops  and  all  other  war  activities.  The  pictures 
were  used  by  the  War  Department  in  compiling  a  photographic 
history. 

Valuable  assistance  was  rendered  the  draft  boards  by  the 
State  Council  through  the  various  county  councils,  particularly 
on  Registration  Day  on  September  12,  1918  and  at  other  times,  in 
furnishing  clerical  help. 

Assistance  was  rendered  Alien  Property  Custodian  in  check- 
ing up  and  reporting  all  enemy-owned  property. 

Public  Defense  committees  were  formed  by  county  councils 
to  suppress  disloyalty  and'  sedition.  Most  of  these  cases  were 
handled  by  the  committees.  Others  were  reported  to  the  sheriff's 
office  or  the  Department  of  Justice. 

Continuous  effort  was  made  by  the  State  Council  to  form 
community  councils  along  the  lines  recommended  by  the  National 
Council  but  with  the  exception  of  a  few  of  the  more  thickly  popu- 
lated counties  this  branch  of  the  Council  of  Defense  work  did  not 
meet  with  great  success,  it  being  very  difficult  to  get  the  people 
together  in  scattered  agricultural  sections,  cattle  districts  and 
mining  communities. 

The  State  and  County  Councils  undertook  the  work  of  locat- 
ing enemies  and  slackers  and  reporting  same  to  Federal  au- 
thorities. 

Co-operation  and  assistance  was  given  to  the  Liberty  Loan 
Committee  in  putting  the  various  loans  "over  the  top."

About  lOO  telescopes,  field  glasses  and  lenses  were  collected 
by  the  State  Council  through  appeals  in  the  daily  papers  and 
loaned  to  the  Navy  Department, 

Wide  publicity  was  given  to  the  call  of  the  War  Department 
for  maps,  photographs,  drawings  and  descriptions  of  bridges, 
buildings,  towns  and  localities  in  Germany  and  other  occupied 
territory  and  much  valuable  material  was  secured  for  the  War 
Department. 

A  campaign  was  carried  on  to  discourage  the  transfer  and 
sale  of  Liberty  Bonds  and  bond-holders  were  urged  through  ar- 
ticles in  the  daily  papers  to  assist  the  National  Government  in  its 
plan  of  financing  the  war  by  holding  their  bonds  and  not  using 
them  as  a  medium  of  exchange. 

A  committee  was  appointed  to  investigate  prices  charged  b\ 
thrashing  machine  operators  and  plans  were  worked  out  whereby 
the  small  wheat  grower  was  not  subjected  to  the  hardship  of 
waiting  until  the  large  acreage  was  thrashed.  An  equitable  sche- 
dule of  prices  was  also  determined  upon. 

A  publicity  campaign  was  carried  on  at  the  request  of  the 
Conservation  Division  of  the  Council  of  National  Defense  urging 
people  to  buy  early  and  to  economize  in  Christmas  buying  and 
not  to  make  useless  gifts.  Merchants  were  also  urged  to  observe 
regular  opening  and  closing  hours  in  an  effort  to  conserve  man- 
power so  as  not  to  employ  additional  help  during  the  holiday 
period.  The  signing  of  the  armistice  on  November  nth  made  this 
conservation  measure  no  longer  necessary. 

The  National  Council  of  Defense  having  pledged  its  as- 
sistance and  co-operation  to  the  U.  S.  Employment  Service  re- 
quested the  various  state  councils  to  assist  the  state  branches  of 
the  Employment  Service  in  organizing  bureaus  in  each  county 
for  the  replacement  of  returned  soldiers,  sailors,  marines  and 
other  war  workers  in  industries.  Committees  were  appointed  in 
each  county  in  the  State  to  co-operate  with  and  assist  the  Employ- 
ment Service. 
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Senator  Mulford  Winsor,  Chairman  of  the  Americanization 
Committee  of  the  State  Council,  was  appointed  to  make  a  survey 
of  the  State  to  show  the  need  for  Americanization  work.  A  fund 
of  $3,000  was  appropriated  by  State  Legislation  for  this  purpose. 
Later  at  the  request  of  the  Council  of  National  Defense,  a  State 
Americanization  Committee  formed  by  the  joint  membership  of 
the  Americanization  Committee  of  the  State  Council  and  of  the 
Woman's  Committee  was  organized.  This  commitee  held  its  first 
meeting  on  January  3,  1919,  with  Dr.  Mary  L.  Neff  acting  as 
temporary  chairman.  Sub-committees  on  Legislation,  Text- 
books and  Publications,  Organizations,  and  Publicity  were  formed. 
Working  in  co-operation  with  the  State  Board  of  Education  this 
Committee  has  accomplished  much  good  throughout  the  State  in 
the  work  of  Americanizing  aliens  and  establishing  night  schools.

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The  Act  passed  by  a  special  session  of  State  Legislature  cre- 
ating the  State  Council  of  Defense  provided  for  the  creation  of 
county  councils  in  each  county  in  the  State.  Boards  of  Super- 
visors in  each  county  v^rere  requested  to  submit  a  list  of  fourteen 
names  of  qualified  electors  from  which  seven  were  appointed  by 
the  State  Council  to  compose  the  county  council.  It  was  also 
further  provided  that  the  chairman  or  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  should  act  as  chairman  of  the  county  council.  A 
uniform  plan  of  organization  was  prepared  and  sent  to  each 
county.  Mr.  H.  R.  Tritle,  Secretary  of  the  State  Council  super- 
vised the  formation  of  county  councils  by  attending  the  first  meet- 
ing in  each  county  and  assisting  in  organization.

REPORT  OF  CO-OPERATIVE  WORK  AGAINST 

PREDATORY  ANIMALS,  BY  THE  ARIZONA 

COUNCIL  OF  DEFENSE 

NOVEMBER  1   TO   FEBRUARY  28,   1919 

Of  the  Twenty-five  Thousand  Dollars  ($25,000.00)  appropriated  for 
use  of  the  Arizona  Council  of  Defense,  by  the  First  Special  Session  of 
the  Third  Legislature  of  Arizona,  for  the  destruction  of  rodents  and 
predatory  animals.  Twelve  Thousand  Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($12,500.00) 
was  alloted  for  the  campaign  against  destructive  predatory  animals. 
This  report  will  deal  only  with  the  work  accomplished  along  these  lines. 

The  following  tabulation  will  show  the  number  and  kind  of  animals 
taken  per  month  and  the  disposition  of  skins  and  scalps.  Huters  are 
not  required  to  send  in  any  part  of  porcupines,  also  poisoned  skuks  and 
badgers  when  spoiled  are  not  to  be  accounted  for.  Of  the  coyotes,  bob- 
cats and  foxes  accounted  for  as  on  hand,  all  are  scalps  or  have  not  been 
sent  in  by  the  hunters.  The  nine  lion  and  three  wolf  skins  are  still  on 
hand.  The  fourteen  coyote  skins  reported  as  stolen,  were  taken  from 
J.  M.  Cook's  camp  and  were  never  recovered:

Up  to  date  we  have  not  received  payment  for  165  furs  shipped  to 
Funsten  Brothers  in  December  and  January  which  should  add  ma- 
terially to  our  receipts  for  sale  of  furs. 

The  estimated  damage  to  livestock  (and  it  is  a  conservative  esti- 
mate) by  the  predatory  animals  included  in  this  report,  are  as  follows 
for  each  animal  per  year:  Wolves,  $1,000.00;  Lions,  $1,000.00;  Coyotes, 
$50.00;    Bobcats,   $50.00;    Foxes,  $10.00.

REPORT    OF    CO-OPERATIVE    WORK   AGAINST 

PREDATORY  ANIMALS  BY  THE  ARIZONA 

COUNCIL  OF  DEFENSE 

NOVEMBER   1   TO  MARCH  4,  1919 

During  the  few  months  in  which  we  have  been  co-operating  with 
the  State  Council  of  Defense,  great  progress  has  been  made  in  the 
rodent  work  throughout  the  State.  This  was  due,  in  a  great  measure, 
to  the  hearty  and  able  assistance  of  the  ranchers  and  stockmen,  who 
have  been  aroused  to  the  need  of  an  active  campaign  against  rodent 
pests,  by  the  Biological  Committee  of  this  State  organization.  The 
need  for  co-operative  work  varies  in  different  communities  owing  to 
natural  conditions,  but  our  figures  cover  every  county  and  section  of 
the  State. 

In  November,  at  the  very  beginning  of  our  work  with  the  Council 
of  Defense,  we  received  reports  from  fifty-six  farmers  and  stockmen, 
including  representatives  from  each  county  in  the  State,  showing  an 
annual  damage  of  $11,640.00  from  rodent  enemies.  It  is  a  conservative 
estimate  that  the  sum  of  damage  done  throughout  the  State  each  year 
to  farm  crops  and  grazing  lands,  to  say  nothing  of  irrigation  ditches, 
would  easily  amount  to  two  millions  of  dollars.  A  former  cunty  agri- 
cultural agent  of  Cochise  County  estimated  that  that  county  alone 
suffered  an  annual  loss  from  rodents,  of  five  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

The  amount  allotted  for  the  work  of  rodent  extermination  in  the 
State  of  Arizona  was  $12,500.00,  just  one-half  of  the  total  appropria- 
tion voted  the  United  States  Biological  Survey,  by  the  Special  Session 
of  the  Third  Arizona  State  Legislature.  Out  of  this  amount  the  ex- 
penditures from  November  1  to  March  4th  were  as  follows: 

Total    State    Expenditures    $6045.21 

Receipts    from    Poisoned    Grain 941.60 

True    Expense    $5104.61 

Out  of  this  $5104.61,  $2540.00  was  spent  for  purchasing  grain, 
$2630.34  for  strychnine  and  saccharine,  a  small  part  of  which  is  still 
on  hand.  In  order  to  secure  an  effective  and,  at  the  same  time  cheap 
poison,  much  experimenting  has  been  necessary,  but  we  have  now  de- 
cided a  poison,  which  will  eliminate  as  many  rodents  as  any  other 
poison,  at  the  rate  of  three  cents  per  quart.  The  poisoned  grain  was 
distributed  by  the  various  rodent  leaders  to  co-operating  ranchers  and 
stockmen,  either  free  or  at  this  low  cost.  They  were  first  instructed  in 
the  directions  for  distribution  and  extermination,  at  meetings  held  by 
the  rodent  leaders. 

Let  us  consider  the  reports  of  480  representative  stockmen  and 
ranchers.     Taking  the  entire  number,  the  loss  annually  is  as  follows: 

$  75,870.00  from  prairie  dogs 
53,393.00  from  jack-rabbits 
28,729.00  from  Pocket  gophers 
21,479.00  from  mice  and  rats 
184,691.00  from  squirrels 
$364,162.00  Total  loss  from  rodent  pests,  as  reported 
by  480  ranchers  and  stockmen.

This  list,  after  all,  only  accounts  for  a  small  portion  of  the  entire 
acreage  of  this  State,  but  it  is  representative  of  the  damage  done  by 
these  small  animals,  which  some  people  still  believe  are  too  small  to  do 
much  harm. 

Our  work  has  not  been  confined  to  any  special  county-  On  the 
other  hand,  we  have  tried  to  direct  our  attention  to  those  parts  of  the 
state  which  demanded  more  than  others,  the  extermination  of  these  ro- 
dent pests.  That  we  have  not  ooerated  in  vain  has  been  proven  by 
favorable  reports  that  have  reached  this  office  from  our  co-operators, 
and  by  requests  for  rodent  leaders  for  new  districts.

"AN  ACT  CREATING  THE  ARIZONA  STATE  COUNCIL  OF  DE- 
FENSE; PROVIDING  FOR  THE  APPOINTMENT  OF  THE  MEM- 
BE31S  THEREOF;  DEFINING  THE  POWERS  AND  DUTIES  OF 
SUCH  COUNCIL;  PRESCRIBING  A  PENALTY  FOR  DISOBE- 
DIENCE OF  THE  LAWFUL  RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 
THEREOF;  PROVIDING  FOR  THE  DESTRUCTION  OF  PREDA- 
TORY ANIMALS;  FOR  THE  AMERICANIZATION  OF  ALIENS; 
MAKING  APPROPRIATIONS  THEREFOR,  AND  DECLARING 
AN  EMERGENCY." 

BE  IT  ENACTED  BY  THE  LEGISLATURE  OF  THE  STATE  OF 
ARIZONA: 

Section  1.  That  Chapter  VII  Session  Laws  of  Arizona,  1918,  First 
Special  Session,  Third  Legislature,  entitled  "An  Act  Creating  the  Ari- 
zona State  Council  of  Defense;  Providing  for  the  Appointment  of  the 
Members  Thereof;  Defining  the  Powers  and  Duties  of  Such  Council; 
Prescribing  a  Penalty  for  Disobedience  of  the  Lawful  Rules  and  Regu- 
lations Thereof;  Providing  for  the  Destruction  of  Predatory  Animals; 
for  the  Americanization  of  Aliens;  Making  Appropriations  Therefor,  and 
Declaring  an  Emergency,"  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed.
